port is urgently needed to 
speed. up the necessary de- 
velopment. Whereas tho opinion 
of the various conferences has 
been that thero should — be 
6,000,000 acres of prime forest land 
permanently reserved for forestry 
fn Queensland, the existing State 
foresta do not yet total 2,000,000 
acres, In the opinion of the autho- 
rities Queensland should be plant- 
Ing a minfmum area of 6,000 aeres 
with softwood species annually, in 
addition to improvement operations 
on some tens of thousands of acres 
of forest. :

Better Prospects.—Though n con- 
fused political and currency situa- 
tion has clouded the business posi. 
tion, the Standard Bank of South 
Africa reports a better trade tone, 
both wholesalo and retail, since the 
abandonment of the gold standard. 
As farming prospects are gencral- 
ly satisfactory with good rains re- 
ported, and gold mining is benefit- 
ing from the price of gold, an {n- 
ercase in induatrial activity is 
foreshadowed, Wool prices have 
improved 10 per cent, apart from 
enhanced values in terms of the 
altered exchange rates; and fruit 
exports are advancing substantial- 
ly,

Improving Prospects.—Sir Ed- 
ward Denham, in his speech at 
the opening of the new session of 
the Legisiative Council, wae able 
to report definite signs of recovery, 
though the Colony cannot ciatm to 
be out of the wood and Imperial ns- 
sistance will still be needed. Re- 
ferring to the effect of aasistance 
given since, 1930, he said the 
Government had been able to un- 


dertnke works of a definite and 
lasting value in opening up the 
Inferfor, in developing resources, 
tn Irrigation, drainage, the recon: 
struction of sea-defences, the con- 
struction of ronda and buildings 
which have added to the permanent 
asreta of the Colony, “The effect 
has not heen morely material bul 
moral. Tho Colony's credit stands 
considerably higher to-day than it 
has for some yeara part.”

New Atrports.—Tho suggestion 
that the building of a nuniber of 
new alrports to completo tho trans: 
Canada airway would be n juatl- 
fiable outlet for unemployment, 
was made by the Royal ‘Canadian 
Air Force a year ago, but it was 
not until October Inst that the 
Federal Government authorized the 
appropriation of the necessary 
nites. It has now been decided 
that a proportion of the money 
available for unemployment relief 
shalt be spent forthwith .on the 
construction of a serics of airports 
at necessary points along the route. 
Tho programme now adopted com- 
prises four airports {n Now Bruns- 
wick, two In Quobec, twelve in 
Northern Ontario and five in Brit- 
{gh Columbia, and = for most of 
these the final plans havo bean nyr 
proved and working camps organiz- 
ed, The workers, it is sntd, will 
be provided with food, clothing, 
shelter, fucl and tools, and pald a 
reef allowance of 20 cents a day. 

Trado with Russia—The ques: 
tion of the resumption of trade 
relations ‘between Canada and 
Soviet Russia on a substantial acalo 
ts belng freely canvassed. One 
suggestion is that Soviet oll 
should be accepted in pay: 
ment for Canadian cattle. 
Canada {tports annually Jorge 
quantitics of ofl, eMiefly from 
American sources, but last year 
about 40,000 tons came from 
Russia, and this figure could bo 
increased if the necessary quid 
pro quo wns forthdoming. The 
Soviet Government Is reported to 
be willing to take 100,000 hend of 
cows and heifers as well as pedi- 
gree bulls from Canada, where- 
with to build up dairy herds to 
mect the present scarcity of milk 
products.

NE would need to delve deop 
into our national traditions to 
diacover just at what period in tho 
history of England, the tdea of 
Empire originated. England has 
not always) been an empire, Pet- 
hnps the first atep in the direction 
of Empire ideals, was taken in the 
ninth century when. Alfred pushed 
his little Kingdom to the forefront 
of the then divided nation and gave 
Englishmen a country to fight for. 
Passing the many developments 
of the Middle Ages the noxt grent 
event In tho history of the British 
Empire was the losing of tho Amer- 
ican Colonics, At the time It ap- 
peared a National disaster but since 
has) proved wtherwise. (As a 
modern historinn claims—tI think 
Lord Acton--the best”’thing that 
happened to England in Sts con- 
nection with the American Colonics, 
was the losing of them, . 
And then Australia enters 
Into the natlon. Originally 
intended and used aso gaol, the 
southern continent did not take 
long. to develop a certain sclf- 
apprecintion and {o grow from 4 
3,000,000 square miles penitenti- 
ary, into oa colony with responsible 
fovernment and national ddeala, 
Canada, South Africa, New Zea- 
Jand, India, Egypt, New Guinea 
and the innumerable smaller 
colonies that aplash.the world map 
with red, were all part of the Em- 
pire when the greatest empire- 
bullder, Queen Victorian, came to 
the throne in 1837, She did not 
build in space but in perfection. As 
she took her seat on the throne 
that had proved an unstable rest- 
tng “place for her “Hanovertan 
fathers, tha Empire - might havo 
been pardoned for wondoring how 
long ahe would occupy it. For 
64 yenra Queen Victoria occupied 
the throne and the Empire, which 
was barely self conscious at the 
time of her coronation, had become 
so closely knit at the time of her 
death, that even the Boer War 
could not weaken the bonds that 
held together the far flung picces.

of all together. Emphnsis was 
Infd upon tho necessity for breaking 
down old tlea which were out of 
date, rather than on the necessity 
for maintaining and strongthening 
ties which could remain, and there 
followed naturally from that kind 
of discuasion—which was perfectly 
proper discussion and absolutely 
right—a certain assumption in some 
pinces that perhaps the Dominions 
coult get on without the Mother 
Country at all. There was ao ten- 
dency to think that this polley with 
old tles and sssociations could bo 
broken down, which meant that the 
association itself might be broken 
down. 


Deterioration in Imperial 
Sentiment. : 


Then there was u second cause 
for a certain deterioration or risk of 
deterioration in Imperial sentiment, 
ment for that kind of constitutional 
feeling was reinforced by the steady 
refusal of the United Kingdom to 
grant to the Dominions any more 
tariff preference than was possible 
under our old revenue duties. Thero 
was, no question at all. that tho 
Dominiona got more and more dis- 
appointed. Thoy granted us very 
considerablé tariff preference, and 
crisis came more and more im- 
patient, especially as the economic 
crisia came and landed them, Ike 
everyone elsé, in trouble, and they 
grew more and more Impatient that 
lwo did not reciprocate with what 
they considered’ a proper return. 

Imperial Sentiment Revived. 

1 am not saying, that those argu- 
ments were right; as a matter of 
‘fact 1 belleve their arguments were 
unjustified, but I must not go into 
that matter, as It might create con- 
troveray between “some of you and 
mn, and it Is beside the point. We 
are dealing with facts, and the fact 
is that, rightly or wrongly, they 
were disappointed, and therefore, 
both on the —_ conetitutional 
qneation ond on tha economic ques- 
tion, there was a’ certain growing 


Empire that ia going to come out of 
the Ottawa Conference has been the 
second achievement of the Confer- 
ence. We have extended enormous- 
ly the whole policy of Imperial pro- 
ferences, In the first place, India 
has come into tho Imperial prefer- 
enco system fully for the first time; 


much more fully than before, and as 
between the United Kingdom and 
the other Dominions, wo olso have 
increased very greatly both In num- 
ber and degreo of tho proferences 

The preferences which have been 
granted would have been extremely 
useful to any of us In any market, 
but they aro particularly useful to 


the Dominions and {o us, because in 
80 many cases wo aro cach other's 


at all that Imperlal prosperity and 
inter-Imperfal trade are both going 
to be very considerably developed as 
a result of the Ottawa Agreements, 


To Help The World. 


Thirdly, at Ottawn, we wore not 
simply concerned with looking after 
the Interests of the Empire and the 
Empire alone. It {8 certainly a 
great mistake for anyone to imagine 
that anyone at Ottawn waa trying to 
establish on exclusive self-sufficient 
economic Empire. Anyone who 
came to Ottawa for five minutea and 
who Ustened to tho conversations 
and negotiations, would havo real 
ised this, that not only the United 
Kingdom, but also every Dominion 
and Colony had plalnily “at the back 
of its mind, its essential Erading re- 
lations with foroign countries out- 


sido the Empire, and thore was no 
Idea at. Ottawa of making ourselves 
solf-auMclent and breaking off our 
vital rélations and communications 
with other countries, As a matter 
of fact, what the delegates at 
Ottawa were trying to. do, 
apart from helping themselves, was 
to help the world in general. The 
Ottawa Conference was trying to 
make a contribution towards ' tho 
solution of the world’s economic 
troubles to-day, and in tyo respects 
oapecially I think we succeeded in 
making a contribution. We had our 
eyes on the world trade depression, 
What is one of the catses of tho 
trouble we are in to-«lay?

Empire air developments have 
been greatly handicapped by the 
depression, and a number of 
schemes have, tn fact, been held up 
Decause none of the Governments 
could afford to give any subsidies, 
Yet there Js no doubt that the 
public, nt home ar well as ovorscns, 
are becoming more rendiy digpoa- 
ed {0 use alr communications. 
Wherever they nre avaflable, firms 
are adopting the practice of de- 
tailing a member of the staf to 
familiarise himself with air-mail 
dispatch. The extended air-mnil 


route through Africn from the 
Great Lakes to Cupe Town affords 
proof of this. That service aol- 
ready saves aix days ag compared 
With surface transport betwee 
London and the most southern point 
of Africa, and it is expected that a 
larger maryin of time will be gain- 
ed vdry vhotthy. Approximately 
14,000 letters a week are now 
reaching London from Affrica, 
while about 12,00% letters go to 
Africa from London every week. 
Extra postage has to be paid on 
all these letters, and it js clear 
therefore that business people find 
the saving in time of somo value. 
A similar increase in business In 
air mails is shown on the India 
route. There is no reason why air 
Mines should not provide the  or- 
dinary means of expresa delivery 
for goods. and samples as well os 
for letters, and for personal tra- 
vel. Every country in the Colonial 
Empire is interested and willing 
to contribute its quota, * The 
chief, if not the only, obstacle 
seems to be the present financial 
stringency.

; zeault it has progressed rapidly 
ol both materially and in popularity. 

The Dairy Farm owen its incep- 
tlon to Dr. Manson, Inter Sir, Pat 
rick Manson, G.C.M.G., tho distin- 
guished parinitologiat and the first 
to enunciate the hypothesla that 

_ mosquito ia the hort of malarlal 
‘parasite and an active agent in 
diffusing the disensc. Coming to 
Hong Kong as a young’ man ho 
found the Colony 9 fruitful finld 
for the study of paranitical diseases, 
Ho found the water supply Inade- 
quate, food supplies unsatisfactory 
"and the conditiona of life anything 
but healthy for tho growing 
European population, 

Dr. Manson act to work, and part 

of his plan for the inauguration 
“of an effective and ranttary food 
supply was the crontion of the 
Datry Farm which became an ac- 
‘complished fact in 1886. 

Mr. James Walker was engaged 

fg the Company's Manager {n 1890, 
. and It was to his shrewd business 
acumen and Scotch perservorance 
In the early days that much of the 
preacnt succesr of the Company is 
« due, 
_ Gradually the scope of the Com- 
pnny's businoss develonod and In 
1995 a dividend of 10° was de- 
clarcd, but at one blow nine yoars 
of ploncering enterprise and care- 
ful work was brought to nought. 
In 1896 an outbreak of rinderpeat 
carried off the whole of the herd 
and tho Company had to go into 
liquidation. ‘ . 

But the necesity of a European 
Diary was recognized, and the un- 
expected misfortune, though it 
dampod their ardour, did not deter 
those who had the intercats of the 
Colony at heart. .

The 
cowboys, aa well as tho dairy staff, 
are provided with clean white 
clothes, which are shanged daily, 
and the men are encouraged by the 
provision of ample hot water, to 
make a practice of the evening 
bath, 

The refrigerating plant consists 
of 19 Jarge cold stornge rooms, and 
three large Ice-making tanks which 
produce 150 tona of ice per 24 hours. 
The cold storage rooms are cooled 
by the direct expansion method 
(Ammonia belng used a8 the re: 
frigerant) and are kept at tem: 
perutures ranging from 10 F to 35 
F according to tho type of goods 
stored.

Australian Wool In 


By F.H. TOUT, M. LC. 


He given o grent deal of 
consideration to it, I am most 
optimistic of the development of 
trade botween Australia. nnd the 
Enst, Perhaps I should aqtickly 
add that I am also among = thoaa 
who recognise that this trade, to 
achiove its maximum resylta and 
remain permanent, must be re- 
clprocal, 

In our trade with the Enst, aa 
far as Australian exports are con- 
cerned, wool is, and in my opinion 
must remain, pre-eminent. In Aus- 
tralin wool Is our greatest indus- 
‘try. Commencing, as the historian 
has it, “with a fow nondescript 
sheep,” nbout 150 years ago, Aua- 
tralin can fairly claim that it has 
developed the greatest wool. indus- 
try {n the world. This. Jaland Con- 
tinent produces incomparably the 
largest proportion of good merino 
wool, which is the best wool, and 
consensus of opinion is that not 
only is wool better grown, but it 
{a better shorn, better clnssed, and 
better marketed in Australia than 
jnnywhere else in the world. The 
wool market in Sydney is the 
biggest merino wool market in the 
world, and, jn addition, there are 
big auction markets In 
Australia, Australia has been en- 
abled to win the world's wool pre- 
imiership through having — tho 
jlurgent scope of suitable country 
for merino wool production, 
through having the ideal climato 
for such production, and through 
the skill and enterprise of Austra- 
Man sheepbreeders and wool- 
growers.

Wool makes a perfect, complete re- 
covery from strain, and has the 
extraordinary power of taking yp 
Inrge extensions without rupture 
or permanent, damage. 

(6) Wool transmits the health- 
giving ultra violet rays. Wool is 
the correct woar for sun bathing. 
For effective and lasting good, the 
body must algo be warm. 

(7) Dyestuffs are leas Inble to 
fade on wool, and are faster on 
wool than any other fabric. 

(8) Wool ts the natural body 
covering. , Developed by man from 
the inner coat of the sheep, deaign- 
ed by nature as the bodily protec- 
tion for an animal- next {te skin, 
It forma the Ideal wear for tho 
human body. , 

It is an indisputable fact that 
wool is being more and more used 
throughout the world, and thanks 
to sclontific rescarch, new uses are 
constantly being discovered for 
weol--so much so that it seems St 
can be sald that the last word In 
the use of wool can never be sald, 
Westernisntion of the East, which 
process fs Inevitable, is bound to 
make wool more and more popular 
throughout the Orient. 

Australia is awakening to the 
markets’ call of the East, and the 
apirit that ahould make for great 
development fn in the alr. As we 
get to know each other better, 80 
we should trade with each other 
more. I like to picture still better

Blood Transfusion Fails To 


Save Olympic Hurdler’s Life 


St. Charles (Mo.), April 15. 


EORGE Saling, Jr., who, hurdled 

his way to Olympic fame at 

the age of 24, died to-day, the 
victim of an automobile crash, 

The University of Iowa athlete 
had accepted on invitation to give 
a hurdling exhibition at the Maple- 
wood relnys here to-day. Hoe. left 
his home at Corydon, Iowa, yester- 
day in his roadster’ with two 
compantons. 

Driving in the rain shortly 
before midnight, Saling’s -roadster 
collided with a cattle truck, parked 


partly.on the highway near Troy, 
Mo. 

He was brought to a hospital 
here where it was found his heart 
had been moved two inches, several 
ribs were broken ‘and internal 
hemorrhages had occurred in hia 
chest. Oxygen and a blood trans- 
fusion falled to save him. 

Saling tled the world’s record in 
the 120-yard high hurdles at tho 
Drake relays in 1932, He reached 
the top at the natignal collegiate 
meet by breaking the world mark 
with a Time of 14.18, and then 
pushed Jack Keller to a new 220-

LONDON REBUILT FOR CHAOS | 


Century-Old Policy 
Must Go 


“T ower-Blocks” 


To Save 


Millions 


(By Joseph Emberton, F.R.LB.A.) 


London. 


E are rebuilding London, and 

we are rebuilding ft on the 
wrong plan. We are building for 
chaos, . 

Imagine London, or any of our 
greater cities, in 50 yours’ time, if 
we continue with our present 
methods. . . . A sprawling, con- 
gested hive of skyscrapers shutting 
out the sun, mingled with endless 
strovta of dark, Insanitary slums: 
na complex tangle of underground 
and elevated roada, “roundabouts,” ! 
bridges and tunnels, choked with 
traffic. A hectic, unbenutiful city, 
beside which present-day New York 
would appear peaceful. 

The. existing method of building 
our cities in continuous strips of 
houses and buildings, separated 
only by narrow slreets, must come 
to an end. It, has served for cen- 
turies, but, it. is not sulted to our 
times, It has produced all our over- 
crowding, our alums and traffic 
chaos. ~ 

Our present gradual. policy of 
atreet-widening nnd | increasing 
bullding helghts fa ineffectual. It is 
merely reliaving a symptom, We 
need a totally new plan which will 
remove our population and traffic 
probloms—that is, if our future liv- 


ing conditions are to be even benr- 
able. 

What is the remedy? | ra Buyrest 
that it Hes In rebullding our cities 
in big, tall and fsolated blocks. 

It is said that London's soll does 
not permit very high  bulldings, 
‘That {s hardly correct. It would 
not permit: many high buildings 
placed close together os in New 
York, But it. would support these 
bulldings if they were sufficlently 
far. apart. 


Thia opens up enormous posal- 
Dilities. Let us examine one. 
“Tower” Blocks. 

The present-day housing schemes 
work on o basis ‘of twelve houses to 
the acre: which means that sufii- 
cient houscs to hold, say, 156 
families require a total area of 
thirteen acres—lcaving no space for 
gardens of any alze or for brond, 
pleasant atrects, 7 : 

Now, by building a modern 
“tower block of flata occupying one 
acre of Innd, and stunding only 120 
fect high, we could house all thoso 
Camilies which formerly occupied 
thirteen acres. And we should have 
twelve neres over to turn into shady 
gardens, sports and” recrention 
grounds and wide, uncrowded high 
ways. ; 

So that we could rebuild residen- 
tis] London on this plan—uasing 
blocks only 120 fect high—and still 
retain the same enaity of popula- 
tion per square mile. And, actually, 
we could build our blocks much 
higher, so that London would hold 
even more peoplo—and still be com- 
posed of twelve-thirteenths opon 
apace! 

Even with existing building 
methods, these “towers” are a pos- 
sibility. They could be built main- 
ly of steel and glass, Much of 
their surface would be window 
spnce, instead of being shrouded in 
expensive, heavy,  light-obscuring 
skins of brick and concrete. And 
thoy would be cheap. 

A three-room flat in auch a bulld- 
ing could be provided ‘nat a rent of 
eighteen shillings a week. It would 
be oclf-contnined, extremely Nght 
and healthy, and economically heat- 
ed by central . heating apparatus. 
Each . flat would have a broad bal- 
cony commahding a superb view. 


Tho nenrost building would’ be 260 
yards away. 


Ench block would be independent,' 


with {ts own shops, Inundry, nur- 
sery and restaurant. Tho cconomy 
of building with these methoda 
would also permit of auch luxuries 
as nawimming bath and a cinema in 
tho basement. We should be mak. 
ing mininture towns. 
No Traffic Jams. 

It {a obvious that a city built on 
such a plan would have no traffic 
problems. We should not need to 
spend ingenuity and money on 
elevated or underground roadways, 
for we should be able to build roads 
100 yards wide, plensantly lined 
with trees and wide pavements, 
which would carry any volume of 
traMec, divided into slow, medium 
and fast “lanes.” 

Our present method of building 
Ieisurely, aprawling auburbs farther 
and farther out into the country— 
with a resulting complication of 
trafic probloms, would be checked. 
The City—which promics to be al- 
most Impnssnble to traffic in a few 
years under present conditions— 
would yleld to similar methods. 

Considering the grenter density 
of flonting population there, we 
should Have to ratse-our “towers” 
higher, and perhaps placo them 
slightly nenrer together, But we 
should still possess enormoun spaces 
of open land between them—which 
could be converted almost entirely 
into roads or roil-tracks if neces- 
Bary. 

Our appalling “rush hours” 
day would be no more. 

Ench of the great City blocks, ac- 
commodating thousands of workers, 
might well have Its own electric 
raflway or underground station in 
its basement, so that workers 
travelling. by rail need 
leave the building. . 

Gone would be the poky, ill-tt, 
unhealthy business offices of our 
existing cities. We should work, 
ns we were meant to work, in offices 
as pleasant as our homes, 

London would tend to centralise 
itself more, as it is beginning to do 
to-day in Harley-strect, Great 
Portland-street, and the West End. 
A further almplification might well 
lead to great “Medical Towers,” 
“Library Towers” and “Amusement 
Towers.” A forecast of theso lat- 
ter-—which would confain a number

DIRECT SYSTEM V. REEVEU 


THE 


NO-TRUMP . COMPLEX 


_@y CAPT. LINDSAY MUNDY) 


T have lately played two matches, 
one of fifty rubbers and one of for- 
ty rubbers, cmploying, of courso, 
the Direct system against Capt. 
Craigio and the Reevou system, In 
tho first match I was partnered by 
Dr. Levy, who played with mo in 
the Portland Cup, and wo won by 
the large margin of 9,000 polnts. 

Capt. Craigie attributes thelr 
defeat to the fact that neither he 
nor his partner bid his system cor- 
rectly, and that they were playing 
together tor tho firat time. 

., KEEPING COUNT. 

For the second match, in which I 
was partnered by Capt. Kempson, 
we kept a record of the aces, 
kingr, queens, and knavea, count~ 
Ing four, three, two, and ono points 
for them respectively. 

Thus the pack containa 40 points, 
so on cach deal AB and YZ are en- 
titled to 20 each. If on any deal 
AB held, say, 26 againat Y2Z's 16, 
then AB aro sold to have had an 
index of +-6, that fs, G more than 
their average expectation. 

Experience has shown that ndd- 
Ing together the index figurca for 
every hand tn a rubber a balance 
index of 10 should win a rubbor of 
1,000 points, so that an index of 
1 should win 100 points on tho 
average. During the 40 rubbors 
of this second match our oppon- 
enta hnd an index of -+- 106, Bo 
they should have won 10,600 points, 
instead of which we won 6,600. 

This method of computation docs 
not tnke distribution into account, 
but that should average out in tho 
Jong run. .

Craigie had a new partner, and 
won 1,200 points on an index of 10, 
but here his figures wero helped by 
their declaring and making a grand 
slam, which, of course, gives tho 
index a bly lex up.

This seems to me to Jeave distri; 
bution out of account to a lamen- 
table extent. For instance, if tho 
dealer opens wih One No Trump, 
and the next player passes, the res- 
ponder who holds S—K Q 10 x x 
and another Kiny- is not allowed to 
bid Two Spades. He can bid Three 
Spades {f he has enough strength, 
otherwise he may only rasse the 
No-Trump bid.

POLICE SHOOTING 
OF DOGS 


“S.P.C.A. Protest And 
Offer Aid. 


MORE HUMANE METHODS 
URGED. 
Open Letter To LLGP. 


The recent shooting of a stray 
dog which attempted to evade a 
police-officer by plunging nto the 
water’ at Shaukiwan,. has called 
forth a protest and an urge for 
more humane methods when deai- 
ing with strays, : 

In a Jetter addressed to the Hon. 
Mr. E. D.C, Wolfe, C.M.G., Inspec- 
tor-General of Pollce, Mr. John 
Russell, President of the Hong 
Kong Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, offers the co- 
operation of the Society in carrying 
out the muzzling regulations, and 
appeals for the prohibition of shoot- 
ing animals with a shot-gun, 
practice not enforced In other citics. 

Tho appeal reada as follaws:— 

“The Honourable Inspector Gen- 
eral of Police. 

“Sir—"On behalf of the Hong 
Kong Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, I am requested 
to ask you if {t is not possible to 
introduce a more humane method 
of capturing stray dogs, other than 
the present method of shooting 
them. We feel that the publicity 
given to this question. and the 
pressure brought to bear on our 
Socticty by membera and friends, 
warrants this appeal to you in order 
that you will prohibit your men 
from using the shot-gun, especially 
aa the practice is local and fs not 
the rule in any other city. 

“Any help that we can render in 
connection with the regulationa now 
in foree regarding the muzzling of 
dogs we, as 1 Socicty, will bo pieas- 
ed to carry out.

In Strong Position. 


; Ottawa, 

The Government of Canada 
has definitely set ita face against 
the dangers of currency infintion. 
Hon. B. N. Rhodes, Minister of 
Finance stated in his recent 
budget. “One inevitable result 
of inflation,” the minister stated, 
“would be a flight from our 
dollar, the withdrawal on a large 
seale of capital invested by for- 
eigners in this country in the 
form of securities and bank de- 
posits. Thero would also be 
internal renctions to any steps 
which impair confidence in this 
country’s currency.” The Cana- 
dian Government could not run 
risks such ua these. . Canada, 
he sald, could maintain her 
financial position only “by main- 
tenance of sound financial and 
monetary policies.” 

The minister paid tribute to 
the soundness of the Canadian 
banking system. “Under the 
impact of the severest storm that 
history records," he said, “our 
banking system has fully main- 
tained its enviable reputation, 
meeting every deniand upon it 
and retaining the fullest con- 
fidence of the public. “In this 
connection it is worthy that in 
the past decade no Canadian 
bank has closed its doors. 

The minister referred optimis- 
tically to Canada’s favourable 
balance of trade, which in 11 
months of the pust fiscal year 
was over $70,000,000, and to the 
continued growth of the ‘produc- 
tion of Canadian gold mines, 
which-for the 12 months of the 
fiscal year ending March 3), 
1933 has been pckiuiarass

HECTIC _MOMBASA-CAPE 
JOURNEY 


THRILLS AND CHILLS IN AFRICA 


Been cars have theao many 
years been sctting thelr mark) 
upon the dark face of Africa, begin- 
ning, notably, with the Court-Treat 
expedition ten years ago. Then 
came a herole battle ncross the 
widest part of tho continent; a 
small car wandered from the South 
to Lagoes, high 
up the West Coast; another dashed 
up from Johannesburg to Juba 

(Uganda) and back, last year; ‘and 
a pair of light cars won through to 
the Cape from London eight months 
ngo. 

“Now news comea back of a 
Standard “Blg Nine’s” achievement 
in the hands of a British cx-naval 
chaplain, the Rev. L. N. Green, who 
claims (or his several interviewers 
claim for him) to be the first to 
make the trip In a Uyht car from 
Mombasa (Kenya's chief port), by 
way of Nalrob! and the western 
shore of Lake Victoria, ta the Cape. 
We knew something about African 
travel in advance, having bicycled 
about the continent 20 years earlier, 

Thrills and high adventure seem 
to have passed him by throughout 
most of the trip. Once tho back 
of the car sank through a dia- 
Integrating corduroy bridge (built 
of fogs Inshed together), but tho 
void bdeneath “was filled . with 
nothing worse than rocks and sand 
—a typleal African “river” in the 
dry scason—and the car was soon 
hauled to aafety. wd 

: " Herole Measures, 

Passing through tsetse fly coun- 
try—the penalty for one good bite 
may be sleeping  sickness—tno 
padre anointed his body with 
cltronello-oil, the bane of the mos- 
quite, and closed the window of 
the car. The ‘atmosphere within 
must have suggested an over- 
heated drug store. 

Before leaving Mombasa, Mr. 
Green wisely had the rear petrol 
tank armour-plated to save It from 
belng squashed flat by rocks, 
Twenty miles from the start a 
four-mile belt of churned-up black 
cotton soi} took five hours to nego- 
tiate, The Standard often rested 
immovable on ite sump and fuel 
tank, wheel spinning in space; the 
correct procedure was then to jack 
up both back wheels and push the 
car forward off the jacks, repeating 
the measure ad Iib., until some 
sort of driving surface cropped up. 
Ruts 20 in. deep had been cut by 
lorries when the soil was wet, and 
sun-baked to atone-hardness. 

Giraffes—But No Lions,

Mr. Greon ten minutes’ view of the 
snow-cap, after a patient wait of 
three days. West to Arusha, and 
then north; he was not grontly 
Nindered until rain caught tho car 
100 miles South of Nairobi. 

Vory unwieely, the driver 
neglected to stop at once to put on 
chains, and tho car retallated by 
sliding stern firat into a drainage 
ditch, where it hung half on and 
half over n culvert.

Fort Portal, on the Belglan Congo 
border, thence travelled down tho 
Uganda “corridor” to Mburara, 
In this district four herds of ele- 
phant, numbering some 120 head, 
were aeen, Of equal interest, 
though of very different ‘appeal, was 
a large new Jeper hospital establish-

Striking soulh-enst across north- 
ern Tanganyika, the Standard pass- 
ed through two tsetse fly belts and 
crossed the Iwembere Steppe, a 
dried-up extension of Luke Victoria.
